VARIOUS CHEMICALS. 


A representation has been made to the Board of 
Trade under Section 10 (5) of the Finance Act, 1926, 
regarding Methylcyclohexanol methyladipate. 

Section 10 (5) of the Finance Act, 1926, is as 


follows :— 

‘‘ The Treasury may by order exempt from the duty 
imposed by section one of the Safeguarding of Indus- 
tries Act, 1921, as amended by this Act, for such period 
as may be specified in the order, any article in respect 
of which the Board of Trade are satisfied on a repre- 
sentation made by a consumer of that article that the 
article is not made in any part of His Majesty’s 
Dominions in quantities which are substantial having 
regard to the consumption of that article for the time 
being in the United Kingdom, and that there is no 
reasonable probability that the article will within a 
reasonable period be made in His Majesty’s Dominions 
in such substantial quantities.”’ 

The question of the renewal of the Safeguarding of 
Industries (Exemption) No. 6 Order, 1928, is also under 
consideration. The articles covered by this Order are: 
R. Acetone; Acetone (fermentation); Acetone, synthe- 
tic Radium compounds. Any communication on these 
matters should be addressed to the Principal Assistant 
Secretary, Industries and Manufactures Department, 
Board of Trade, Great George Street, London, 
S.W. 1, within one month from the date of this notice.

SAFETY OF LIFE AT SEA. 

In connection with the work of the International 
Conference on Safety of Life at Sea, now in session, 
« number of committees have been appointed and have 
already begun their work. They include: Committee 
on Construction—Chairman, Vice-Admiral George H. 
tock (United States Delegation); Committee on Life 
Saving and Fire Extinguishing Appliances—Chairman, 
Sir Norman Hill (United Kingdom Delegation) ; Com- 
mittee on Radio-Telegraphy—Chairman, Mr. Giess 
(German Delegation); and Committee on Navigation— 
Chairman, Sir Charles Hipwood (United Kingdom 
Delegation). 

Each of these committees includes representatives of 
nearly all the Delegations. They will have before 
them, for detailed discussion, the various proposals 
within their scope which have been put forward by the 
Delegations, for the amendment of the Convention of 
1914 for Safety of Life at Sea, and the preparation of a 
new Convention. 





LIFE-SAVING SERVICES: OFFICIAL 
RECOGNITION. 

The Board of Trade have awarded a binocular glass 
to William Isaac Arnold, District Officer, H.M. Coast- 
guard, Hope Cove, South Devon, and a vellum testi- 
monial to the Hope Cove Rocket Life-saving Appa- 
ratus Company, together with monetary awards to the 
members of the Bolt Head and Hope Cove Coast- 
guard and to the members of the Rocket Apparatus 
Company, who were. present when the s.s. 
‘* Deventia ’’ was wrecked off Bolt Head on 12th 
February last. 

Soon after midnight on 12-13th February signals of dis- 
tress were observed from the vessel by the Hope Cove 
Coastguard, and an advance party from the Rocket Appa- 
ratus Company, carrying light life-saving gear, set out in 
a motor lorry, and located the vessel at about 2.30 a.m. 
The remainder of the company followed in the wagon con- 
veying the full rocket apparatus. This gear had then to 
be carried by the company for a mile along the top of the 
high cliffs. They had to make use of life lines to avoid 
slipping over the edge of the cliffs, for the cold was intense 
and the ground covered with a thin coating of ice, and the 
gale that was blowing was accompanied by driving snow. 

Meanwhile the Bolt Head Coastguard had endeavoured 
to secure communication with the ship by means of the 
line-throwing pistol, but failed because the vessel lay 
30 yards from the foot of a cliff which was 350 feet high, 
and could only be indistinctly seen through the snow. The 
first rocket was then fired from the apparatus, but with no 
less difficulty, for all the acetylene lamps, except one, had 
frozen, and it was only with the second rocket, which was 
fired at 4 a.m., that contact was established. The whip 
was then hauled out by those on board, and the breeches 
buoy sent out to the ship. 

Owing to the intense darkness and the failure of the 
lamps, it was impossible for those on shore to see when 
anyone entered the breeches buoy from the ship; and, 
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owing to an overhanging rock, they could not safely haul 
it to the top of the cliff where they were working. All they 
could do was to keep the buoy sufficiently long on the ship 
for it to be entered, haul it ashore to a point 150 feet from 
the top of the cliff, and hold it there sufficiently long for 
any person in it to land. It was found at daybreak that 
three members of the crew of the ‘‘ Deventia’’ had been 
saved in this way. The motor lifeboat from Plymouth then 
arrived on the scene and took off the remaining ten 
members of the crew.

CANADIAN NATIONAL RESEARCH COUNCIL’S 
ACTIVITIES. 

H.M. Senior Trade Commissioner in Canada and 
Newfoundland has forwarded a statement reviewing 
the activities of the National Research Council, 
Ottawa, during the official year 1927-28. 

In addition to its general responsibilities, the 
National Research Council is assigned by the Research 
Council Act the duties, among others, of promoting 
the utilisation of Canadian natural resources; conduct- 
ing researches into industrial technical processes and 
methods; investigating and determining standards and 
methods of measurements, etc.; standardising of 
scientific and technical apparatus and instruments, and 
determining standards of quality of materials used in 
public works construction and the Government ser- 
vice; and making researches for the improvement of 
agriculture. 

The work of the Council during the past year in- 
cluded the organisation and stimulation of co-operative 
research work on major problems through associate 
research committees; stimulation of research work by 
research grants for special equipment or technical 
assistance to qualified research men working in estab- 
lished laboratories, and post-graduate training of re- 
search workers by the award of graduate scholarships 
in science and research to graduates who have com- 
pleted a university course in science with distinction. 

At the close of the year there were organised, under 
the National Research Council, 24 associate com- 
mittees with a total membership of 363, all of whom 
gave their time and experience without remuneration. 
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There were also in active operation in laboratories from 
coast to coast 88 specific investigations, each directed 
without remuneration by a highly trained specialist. 
At the same time 48 post graduate research scholar- 
ships were also in active operation under the Council’s 
auspices with the object of training outstanding uni- 
versity graduates in science and research, in order to 
build up in Canada a corps of men thoroughly qualified 
to undertake such work. 

The total research organisation actively at work 
under the National Research Council numbered 570, 
of whom 465 persons served ‘without remuneration. 
Since the close of the official year 750,000 dollars have 
been provided by the Canadian Parliament as an 
initial vote for the erection of national research 
laboratories. 





BELGIAN LAW ON CHEQUES. 


The British Ambassador at Brussels has forwarded 
translation of the Law, dated 25th March, 1929, and 
duly published in the ‘‘ Moniteur Belge ’’ of 28th 
March, which penalises the issue of cheques without 
sufficient cover.

SPANISH WHEAT AND MAIZE IMPORTS. 


The British Commercial Secretary at Madrid reports 
that, during January, imports of wheat into Spain 
amounted to 82,275 tons, of which 6,890 tons were 
supplied by Canada, while maize imports totalled 
20,689 tons. 





CZECHOSLOVAK ASSAY LAW. 


In connection with the notice published in the 
‘ Journal ’’ of 25th October last (page 512), on the 
above subject, the Department of Overseas Trade are 
now in receipt of the text of Government Decrees of 
28th and 29th December, 1928, which provide for the 
entry into operation of the Law as from Ist January, 
1929. 

Under these Decrees the fees for assay of goods 
manufactured in Czechoslovakia, or imported, are fixed 
at 1,000 crowns per kilogram gross weight for platinum 
wares, 200 crowns per kilog. for gold wares and 40 
crowns per kilog. for silver wares. Each separate 
article marked with the official hall-mark will be sub- 
ject to a manipulation fee of 10 hellers. 

The Decree 216, of 29th December, 1928, describes 
the nature of the hall-marks to be imposed and is 
accompanied by designs of the actual marks.

MADEIRA WINE PRODUCTION. 


The British Consul at Funchal reports that the pro- 
duction of wine in the Madeira Islands during 1928 has 
been officially returned as 5,219,384 litres. This com- 
pares with 10,605,826 litres in the previous year, 
0,046,249 litres in 1926, and 8,902,852 litres in 1925. 
Production in 1924 amounted tc 9,847,528 litres and in 
1923 to 6,557,928 litres. 





NEW CHILEAN BANKRUPTCY LAW. 


The British Commercial Secretary at Santiago re- 
ports that the new ‘*‘ Law on Bankruptcies,’’ No. 
4558 of 29th January, 1929, was promulgated in the 
Diario Oficial ’’ of 4th February.

VOLUME AND VALUE OF OUR 
OVERSEAS TRADE. 





FIRST QUARTER OF 1929. 


The last issue of the ‘‘ Journal ’’ included a review 
in some detail of the overseas trade of the United 
Kingdom during the first quarter of 1929, as compared 
with the trade in the first and last quarters of the pre- 
ceding year, dealing specifically with certain important 
classes of goods, details of the external trade in which 
are recorded by quantities in the monthly Trade 
Accounts.* 


In continuation of our quarterly series of articles 
dealing with the volume of our overseas: trade, there is 
given, on pages 518 and 519, a comparison between the 
import and export trade of the first quarter of the year 
1924, and the trade of the corresponding quarter of 
1929, as revalued on the basis of the average values 
shown by the records of the earlier period. These figures 
establish a relation between the volume of our trade 
in the two quarters, eliminating the factor of price 
changes, and they also furnish an index of the aggre- 
gate effect of the alterations in prices which have 
taken place in the intervening five years. By relating 
these data to similar data previously calculated in 
respect of preceding periods, we are enabled to review 
broadly the trend of our overseas trade on a quantita- 
tive basis and also the price variations experienced in 
that trade since 1924. The detailed results of the cal- 
culations establishing a comparison between the first 
quarter of 1924 and 1928 were published in the 
‘‘ Board of Trade Journal ’’ of 5th May, 1928. In 
completing these surveys of the various important 
classes of overseas trade, it has been necessary to 
include estimates in respect of goods for which par- 
ticulars of the quantities imported or exported are not 
recorded; such estimates, however, relate, in most 
cases, to relatively minor parts of the groups affected. 





GENERATI RESULTS. 


The results of the revaluation of the external trade 
of the United Kingdom during the first quarter of 
1929, at the average values of 1924, are summarised 
in the following table: —

It will be seen that, on the basis of declared values, 
exports during the first quarter of 1929 were at a lower 
ievel than in the corresponding period of 1924, while 
imports showed a smal! advance on the figures of the 
earlier quarter. When, nowever, allowance is made 
for price changes since five years ago, it is found that 
the volume of imports was 15-7 per cent., and the 
volume of domestic exports 9°2 per cent. greater last 
quarter than in the first quarter of 1924. Exports of 
imported goods were, however, smaller in volume by 
23°6 per cent. Average values of imports and

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domestic exports were respectively 12-3 per cent. and 
14:8 per cent. Jower than in the earlier period. Fer re- 
exports, as a whole, there was only a very slight move- 
ment in the average values as compared with ‘five years 
ago. 

Variations in the volume and average values of 
trade in the four quarters of 1928 and the expired 
quarter of the current vear, as compared with the 
corresponding quarters of 1924, are shown in the fol- 
lowing table.

If comparison be made between the first quarters of 
1928 and 1929, there were small increases in volume 
of both imports and domestic exports, and a rather 
pronounced decreuse (nearly 6 per cent.) in the volume 
of re-exported goods. Average values declined in each 
of the three branches of external trade, as compared 
with a year ago; imports by 2°5 per cent., domestic 
exports by 2-0 per cent., and re-exports by 3-9 per 
cent. The decrease in average values of imports and 
domestic exports would have been rather greater, but 
for the higher valuation of postal parcels (non-dutiable 
goods) instituted in the spring of 1928, which affects 
slightly the comparison between the first quarters of 
1928 and 1929. 


It will be understood that the quarter- by- quarter 
method of compiling the index numbers given in the 
above table does not serve the purpose of making a 
strict comparison between the indices of successive 
quarters unless the price and volume variations which 
occurred during the base year 1924 are also taken 
into account. The effect of such an adjustment is 
shown later in this article. . 


SECTIONAL MOVEMENTS OF TRADE. 
RETAINED IMPORTS. 


The following table shows the retained imports of

Retained imports of Food, Drink and Tobacco last 
quarter were in quantity substantially the same as a 
year ago, but exceeded the retained imports of the first 
quarter of 1924 by 10-7 per cent. The volume of im- 
ported Raw Materials retained last quarter was 11:8 
per cent. greater than in the first quarter of 1928 and 
23-6 per cent. greater than in the corresponding quarter 
of 1924. On the other hand, the retained imports of 
Manufactured Articles in the first quarter of the 
present year were 4-9 per cent. less in volume than a 
year ago, but they exceeded the corresponding volume 
in 1924 by 43-3 per cent. 


Average values of Food, Drink and Tobacco declined 
by 7:3 per cent., those of Raw Materials by 22-6 per 
cent., and those of Manufactured Materials by 14°6 per 
cent., as compared with five years ago, but a compari- 
son of the first quarters of 1928 and 1929 shows that 
the average values of the retained imports of Food, 
Drink and Tobacco and of Manufactured Goods were 
about the same as a year ago, while those of Raw 
Materials declined by 8-4 per cent. 


As regards the Food, Drink and Tobacco class, refer- 
ence to the table on pp. 518-519 shows that increases in 
the dutiable and the miscellaneous food groups were 
prominent factors in the aggregate increase in volume 
of retained imports within this class as compared with 
five years ago, and also that the outstanding variation 
(a decline) of average values occurred in the dutiable 
food group, this being due frincipally to the fall in 
price of sugar. The volume of retained imports of Raw 
Materials in the first quarter of the year has fluctuated 
considerably from year to year, the aggregate figure for 
the class as a whole being affected considerably by 
large variations in the quantities of raw cotton, wool 
and rubber arriving in the quarter. Attention may be 
directed to the important increases in volume in these 
groups during January to March this year as compared 
with the corresponding months of 1924. As regards 
the raw cotton group, the quantity retained in 1929 
represented an increase of more than 40 per cent. on 
the amount recorded for the first quarter of 1928, but 
in the case of the raw wool group, the retained imports 
last quarter amounted to only about three-quarters of 
the volume recorded for the corresponding quarter of 
1928. The decline in the average values of raw cotton 
was the main factor in the depression of the index of 
average value for the class as a whole in the first 
quarter of 1929, as compared with the corresponding 
quarter of 1924, but the fall in the prices ruling for 
timber and goods within the oil seeds group was also 
significant in this connection. 

So far as Manufactured Articles are concerned, the 
increase in volume of retained imports (as compared 
with five years ago) was spread over most of the 
groups, and all groups except two showed a decrease 
in average values. The increase in average values of 
retained imports in the leather group is pronounced in 


comparison with the general decrease for manufactured 


articles as a whole. Retained imports in the manufac- 
tured oils group (mainly refined petroleum) showed a 
considerable expansion in volume and a substantial 
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decline in average values as compared with the first 
quarter of 1924. The large declines in average values 
of silk and rubber manufactures since five years ago 
are especially notable.

British exports of Food, Drink and Tobacco and of 
Manufactured Articles during last quarter were in 
volume only slightly greater than in the corresponding 
quarter of 1928; they were, however, respectively 5:1 
per cent. and 14:1 per cent. greater than in the 
first quarter of 1924. As regards Raw Materials, ex- 
ports were 5:5 per cent. greater in volume than in the 
corresponding quarter of 1928, but were 10-2 per cent. 
smaller than five years ago. As compared with the 
first quarter of 1924, average values declined by 
13-4 per cent. in the case of Food, Drink and Tobacco, 
by 27-5 per cent. in the case of Raw Materials and by 
14-1 per cent. in the case of Manufactured Articles. 
Only relatively small changes occurred in average 
values of the exports of the last two classes as com- 
pared with a year ago, but the decline in average 
values of Food, Drink and Tobacco as compared with 
the first quarter of 1928 amounted to 8-5 per cent. 

ieference to the table on pp. 518-519 shows that the 
most significant factors in the changes in the Food, 
Drink and Tobacco class since 1924 were the greatly 
increased quantity and the considerably reduced 
average values of the exports of manufactured tobacco. 
There was a substantial reduction in average values in 
the large miscellaneous food group, accompanied in 
this case by a somewhat reduced volume of exports. 
The Raw Material class is dominated by coal, and the 
large reduction in the volume of the exports of the 
class as a whole in the first quarter of the current vear, 
as compared with the first quarter of 1924, was more 
than accounted for by decreased exports of coal. 
Moreover, the large decline in the price of coal is the 
main factor in depressing the index of average value 
for the class. A substantial advance (as compared 


with five years ago) in the average export value of un- 


dressed hides and skins and the maintenance of the 
price of raw wool are indicated by the detailed table. 
As regards exports of Manufactured Articles, it will 
be seen that the general increase in volume for the 
class as a whole during last quarter, as compared with 
the first quarter of 1924, was realised in spite of de- 
creases in certain groups, notably the Cotton and Wool 
Manufactures gtoups, in the latter of which the reduc- 
tion was pronounced. ‘The striking improvement in 
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the volume of exports in the Vehicles group was partly 
due to a large increase in the tonnage of new ships de- 
livered this year, as compared with the exceptionally 
low level attained in the first quarter of 1924. There 
was a substantial improvement in the volume of ex- 
ports in the Miscellaneous Textile Manufactures class 
(largely due to increases in artificial silk goods), accom- 
panied by a pronounced fall in prices since five years 
ago. While in the groups comprising wool and leather 
manufactures appreciable increases of average values 
are evident, all other groups show a decrease in 
average values as compared with the first quarter of 
1924. The marked decline in average values in the 
Tron and Steel and Cotton groups were important 
factors in the depression of the index of average values 
for the class as a whole. 


QUARTERLY MOVEMENT IN THE AVERAGE VALUES AND 
VOLUME OF OuR Imports AND Exports. 


The estimates of our trade at the average values 
prevailing at earlier periods which have been used in 
the preceding discussion are based on a comparison of 
corresponding quarters in the years under considera- 
tion. In order to obtain a basis for comparing changes 
in average values in consecutive quarters, the trade of 
each quarter of the base year, 1924, was recalculated 
at the average values for the whole year. The follow- 
ing table shows the movement of the average values of 
imports and exports from quarter to quarter in 1924, 
and also in more recent quarterly periods, as related to 
average values during the entire year 1924. The Board 
of Trade Index Number of Wholesale Prices is shown 
for purposes of comparison :—

These figures for 1913 are based on the average 
values of the external trade of the British Isles as a 
whole, while those for the post-war periods shown are 
based on the average values of the external trade of 
Great Britain and Northern Ireland. 

As indicated previously in this article, the above 
figures of average values of both imports and British 
exports for quarters subsequent to the first quarter of 
1928 and for the year 1928 are slightly Jiigher than 
they would be normally owing to the effect on the 
figures of the higher estimated values at which postal 
parcels are now “reckoned in the trade returns. The 
table, nevertheless, makes clear that the trend of 
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OVERSEAS TRADE IN 1929 AT THE VALUES OF 1924. 
FIRST THREE MONTHS. 
We give below, upon this and the next page, detailed tables in illustration of our article on pages 515-520, 
A comparison is made between the Foreign trade of this year and 1924, by estimating, as nearly as available data 
permit, the value which would be put upon imports and exports in the mass if each item had the same average value 
per unit of quantity as was declared for goods of the same description in 1924. In this way, aggregate figures are 
obtained, the comparison of which with the corresponding figures for 1924, enable the extent of the influence of price 
changes and the aggregate changes in the volume of goods imported and exported to be estimated. In the article 
we gave the aggregates, and in the tables below supplement this information by extending the comparison to the 
several groups of commodities in the import and export classification. _——

In considering the movements in volume of our 
overseas trade from quarter to quarter which are 
shown in the above table, due weight must be attached 
to normal seasonal variations in the volume of external 
trade. Before the war, imports were, on the average, 
lowest in volume in the second and third quarters of 
the year, higher in the first quarter, and highest in the 
last quarter. The volume of British exports was, on 
the whole, lowest in the first quarter, and increased in 
subsequent quarters. The volume of re-exports 
appears to be normally lower in the second and third 
quarters than in the first and last quarters of the year. 
It may also be noted that the annual value of goods 
transhipped under bond (which are excluded from the 
records of imports and re-exports) has been increasing 
in recent years. 

It will be seen from the table that the volume of 
imports and of British exports was greater last quarter 
than in the corresponding quarter of 1928, but in the 
case of imports the quarterly volume remained prac- 
tically at the level attained in the fourth quarter of 
last year, repeating in this feature the experience of a 
year ago. As is usual in the opening quarter of the 
year, as compared with the end of the preceding year, 
British exports last quarter showed some decline from 
the quantity recorded in the December quarter of 1928. 
It would appear, however, that this decrease was no 
greater than might be accounted for by the nornial 
seasonal fluctuation. 





BRITISH WEST INDIES. 





INDUSTRIAL AND TRADE CONDITIONS. 


Financial conditions in the British West Indies 
during the past two years have been satisfactory, writes 
Mr. J. Paterson, of H.M. Trade Commissioner’s Off:ce 
at Trinidad, in a *Report on Conditions in the British

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West Indies, large surpluses have been declared in 
Jamaica and Trinidad and favourable balances else- 
where ; the only important exception is British Guiana, 
where a series of deficits has been recorded. 


In these circumstances it is regrettable to observe 
that the happy financial position is not reflected by eny 
great increase in business. On the contrary, there is a 
sense of depression, with a consequent reluctance to 
spend, and it is not difficult to assign a cause. Judging 
from statistical returns there is apparently no diminu- 
tion in trade and no falling off in production or in 
values received for staple products during the period 
under review. The reverse is the case, for, since the 
last Report was written in 1926 a steady improvement 
in nearly all agricultural industries has been manifest 
and prices during 1927 and the greater part of 1928 
have been favourable. Setbacks there have been, but 
these have been mainly local, such as the exceptionally 
heavy rainy season of 1927 which was chiefly respon- 
sible for the poor sugar crop in Trinidad. The present 
depression is, rather, due to anxiety as to the future, 
principally because of the steady decline in prices of 
the principal staple products during recent months and 
now becoming more accentuated. 


The sugar industry is passing through a critical 
period as a result of overproduction and consequent 
falling prices and, although the latter are somewhat 
offset by exceptionally large crops the general state of 
the industry cannot have other than a depressing effect 
on trade in these Colonies, notably Barbados and 
British Guiana, where great dependence is placed on 
sugar. ‘Trinidad, not being dependent on this crop to 
the same extent is in a rather more favourable position 
than her neighbours, especially in view of the consider- 
able expansion of her oil industry. 


The cocoa industry, during 1926 and 1927, returned 
increased profits, with the result that in both Trinidad 
and Grenada money was spent more freely. The dis- 
covery in the former Colony of witch-broom disease 
is, however, disquieting when it is borne in mind that 
this industry in Surinam was almost wholly destroyed 
by the disease. But it would be a mistake to assume 
that a similar fate will befall the Trinidad industry. 
Conditions in the British Colony are very different. 
The area at present affected is confined to two low- 
lying river districts and with a continuance of the 
energetic measures that have been taken by the local 
Department of Agriculture in conjunction with the 
planters, there is little fear that the disease will be 
permitted to get beyond control. 


HURRICANES AND DROUGHT. 


Hurricanes have again taken toll in these islands, 
whose geographical position renders them liable to such 
visitations. The year 1926 was one of the most dis- 
astrous within living memory in the Bahamas. Many 
lives were lost, thousands of buildings damaged or 
destroyed, crops absolutely ruined and many vessels 
wrecked. The general trade of the Colony was still 
feeiing the effects in 1928 and received a further set- 
back by the hurricane of 12th and 13th September. 
Its full force was felt in the Leeward Islands and 
resulted in great damage to public and private pro- 
perty. In Dominica all the jetties were destroyed and 
heavy damage done to the sea front. Lime cultiva- 
tion has suffered severely and production for several 
years to come will fall off considerably. As regards 
cocoa, it is estimated that the proportion of damaged 
trees is greater than that of limes. The young coconut 
cultivation suffered severely and the industry received 
a serious setback. The storm was followed by torren- 
tial rains and it is hoped that they may in some 
measure retrieve the damage done to the crops. 


It is generally recognised that the years 1926 and 
1927 were exceptionally prosperous for Jamaica. Once 
again, this island was spared a hurricane and with the 
exception of a drought early in 1926 and high winds 
and rain towards the end of 1927, which destroyed 
about a million and a half stems of bananas and en- 
tailed an expenditure of some £40,000 in repairs to 
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roads and railways, conditions were very favourable 
for agriculture. Most of the Colony’s staple producés 
did well, the one outstanding exception being rum. 
This product suffers from restricted demand, consump- 
tion continuing to decline in the United Kingdom. 
The export of bananas reached the record total of over 
18} million stems in 1926, but in 1927 even this figure 
was surpassed, 21 million stems being exported. 


It is to be regretted that the happy conditions pre- 
vailing in 1926 and 1927 were not maintained during 
1928. Many parts of the island suffered from the eight 
months’ drought and many hardships were endured by 
small settlers. Ground crops were practically a complete 
failure. A good recovery was being made when in 
November the Colony was struck by the worst gale 
experienced in a decade and it was believed that over a 
million banana trees were blown down. Exports of 
bananas have shown a large falling off and the total 
of 10,191,681 bunches shipped to llth August, 1928, 
marked a decrease of 2,617,283 bunches as compared 
with the same period in 1927. The volume of all im- 
ports, however, showed that the purchasing power 
of the community at large was not impaired. A great 
deal of money was put into circulation as a result of 
exceptionally heavy expenditure by the Public Works 
and Railway Departments. 


The limited demand for Sea Island cotton militates 
against this industry in Barbados and the Leeward and 
Windward Islands. It*is hoped, however, that in- 
creased activity in the Nottingham lace trade and the 
greater use of this cotton in the manufacture of ladies’ 
stockings may cause a revival. Despite the damage 
wrought by withertip disease in recent years the lime 
industry has been making fair profits, but has received 
a severe setback as a result of the recent hurricane. 


Considerable expansion in the Trinidad oil industry 
is evident, and with a continuance of present develop- 
ments further success should result. Increased interest 
in the possibilities of the fruit industry in the British 
West Indies is apparent. The decision of the Jamaica 
Producers’ Association to transport and market their 
own fruit is evidence of this. So far only the banana 
industry has been dealt with but the grape fruit indus- 
try is now to be organised. Greater interest is also 
apparent in the eastern group of islands and in British 
Honduras. More attention is now being given to the 
forest industry in British Honduras and _ British 
Guiana. In the economic life of the former Colony 
this industry holds the chief position. The decline 
in the cedar market and the reaction towards the close 
of 1927 in the mahogany market has had, therefore, a 
depressing effect, but it is not expected that this will 
be prolonged. 


A considerable increase in tourist traffic has taken 
place during recent years, both to existing resorts and 
to places that have not hitherto given special attention 
to this trade. More and better hotel accommodation 
is being provided and efforts are being made to attract 
a greater number of visitors not only from North 
America, where the greater part of the traffic comes 
from at present, but also from the United Kingdom. 


Most of the Colonies took part in the Canadian 
National Exhibition, their products being shown in the 
Empire Marketing Board Section, and there is no 
doubt that West Indian products have been brought 
very prominently to the notice of the Canadian public 
and much benefit should result. 


The need for official West Indian trade representation 
in the United Kingdom is becoming more generally 
recognised, and the financial stringency which precluded 
the possibility of appointing a Trade Commissioner 
some years ago no longer exists. In these circum- 
stances the Trinidad Chamber of Commerce has pro- 
posed to other West Indian Chambers that the whole 
question be reconsidered. 


Steamship communications have improved consider- 
ably during the past year. New or augmented services 
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have been or are being provided from the United King- 
dom and Canada to all parts of the British West Indies 
and in consequence a greater share of Empire goods 
should find their way to this market. The harbour 
works at Nassau, Bahamas, have been completed and 
moderately large ships can now lie alongside. 


TRADE WITH THE UNITED KINGDOM. 


The British West Indies, from the standpoint of 
United Kingdom trade, may be roughly divided into 
two groups, one being made up of the Colonies 
of Bermuda, the eastern group of islands, 
including the Leeward ana Windward Islands, Bar- 
bados, Trinidad, and British Guiana. The first group, 
owing to its comparative proximity to Canada and the 
United States, purchases greater quantities of goods 
from these sources than from the United Kingdom, 
while in the second group the reverse is the case. The 
lack of adquate communications between the United 
Kingdom and the Colonies constituting the first group 
is the greatest difficulty in the way of an expansion of 
United Kingdom trade with these parts, but better 
results should follow in Jamaica the inauguration of 
the steamship service, which is being organised by the 
Jamaica Producers’ Association. With regard to 
British Honduras, there is very little direct steamship 
communication with the United Kingdom, with the 
result that the trade is predominantly in North Ameri- 
can hands, but improvement in this Colony should also 
result from the possibilities of transhipment at 
Kingston, Jamaica, from the steamers of the Jamaica 
Producers’ Association to the Canadian National Steam- 
ships sailing from that port to Belize, British Honduras. 


Bermuda and the Bahamas are in such close 
proximity to the United States that little hope of im- 
provement in United Kingdom trade in general mer- 
chandise can be expected, although the fact that these 
colonies are largely visited by tourists indicates that 
greater attention should be given to this market by 
United Kingdom manufacturers of quality articles suit- 
able for this trade. 


The preference granted to Canada under the Canada- 
West Indies Agreement, inasmuch as it was also given 
to the United Kingdom, has proved beneficial to Great 
Britain in the British West Indies generally, but par- 
ticularly in the eastern group of Colonies, where 
direct steamship communications with the Mother 
Country are more plentiful, and for these reasons im- 
ports from the United States are gradually ceding to 
imports from Canada and Great Britain. 


British Guiana has always taken a greater share of 
United Kingdom goods than any other colony in the 
West Indies, mainly because the Customs tariff is 
generally one hundred per cent. higher than in other 
parts of the territory, and as the preference percentage 
is approximately the same throughout the area, its 
value to United Kingdom exporters of goods to British 
Guiana is double that of its value in other West Indian 
Colonies. ‘The purchasing power of British Guiana 
is low at the present time, but, providing early 
relief from their financial difficulties can be obtained, 
the favourable position of the United Kingdom as a 
result of the greater value of the preference should be 
very beneficial to the United Kingdom. 


In Trinidad the benefit of the preference granted 
under the Treaty is also apparent, and the United 
Kingdom has returned to her former position as lead- 
ing supplier of the market. In Barbados imports 
from the United Kingdom are approximately equal to 
those from all foreign sources, although the total 
imports from other parts of the Empire, mainly 
Canada, are slightly greater. 


It should be here emphasised that a greater know- 
ledge of the British West Indies by United Kingdom 
exporters is desirable. From enquiries received in 
H.M. Trade Commissioner’s Office it is evident that 
many exporters are prone to consider the market as a 
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whole, not fully realising the great distances that 
separate the several Colonies (Jamaica is 1,000 miles 
from Trinidad, usually a nine days’ journey), ana the 
lack of inter-Colonial communications. Furthermore, 
taste differs in places even in such close proximity as 
Barbados and Trinidad, and it does not follow that, 
because an article sells in the former Colony, it will 
sell in the latter, and vice versa. For these reasons 
the advantage of having a sub-agent in nearly every 
Colony is evident, and also because ever since the 
slump in 1921 buyers have made a practice of only 
buying for their immediate requirements, and it is, 
therefore, desirable to have agents calling on them at 
short intervals. This cannot be done by having one 
agent to cover the whole territory from, say, Trinidad, 
although in the case of larger manufacturing firms it is 
desirable to have one firm covering the whole terri- 
tory in addition to sub-agents in the various Colonies 
in order that a systematic and consistent sales policy 
may be followed throughout the territory. Further- 
more, the importance of personal contact should not 
be overlooked, and principals of United Kingdom firms 
should not hesitate to make personal visits to the West 
Indies when business prospects warrant such a course. 
In this connection it might be pointed out that a most 
enjoyable and interesting holiday might quite easily 
be combined with a business visit during the winter 
months. 


The principal classes of goods in which further ex- 
pansion of the United Kingdom’s share of the trade 
should be possible include sugar and oil mining 
machinery and pipes and _ ceasing, agricultural 
machinery, hardware and hollow-ware, motor vehicles, 
apparel, piece-goods, footwear, paper and stationery, 
and toilet preparations, perfumery, fancy soaps, ete.

PRODUCTION AND WHOLESALE PRICES IN

Continental outputs of coal, iron and steel in 
February were considerably affected by the severe 
weather conditions which prevailed during the month. 
In particular, serious difficulties were caused in the 
movement of coal, coke and ore supplies by the stop- 
page of water transport. 


From the available information as to furnaces in 
blast, it appears that the average output of pig-iron 
per furnace in February was 3,720 tons in the United 
Kingdom, 4,890 tons in France, 5,310 tons in Belgium, 
10,010 tons in Germany, and 15,680 tons in the 
United States. 


Irrance.—The aggregate pig-iron output in February 
was reduced by 121,000 tons (or 13-6 per cent.) as com- 
pared with the previous month; production per 
calendar day averaged 27,440 tons in February, as 
compared with 28,700 tons, and 26,600 tons in 
January, 1929, and February, 1928, respectively. The 
February aggregate included 25,600 tons of forge and 
Bessemer, 111,200 tons of foundry, 605,100 tons of 
basic, and 26,500 tons of other descriptions of pig-iron. 
Furnaces in blast at the beginning and end of Feb- 
ruary numbered 157. The crude steel output, although 
the same as for a year previous, was reduced by 11.4 
per cent. as compared with January. Tron and steel 
prices.—The Comptoir for Semi-products and _ joists 
advanced the prices of semis by 30 frs. on 22nd March, 
making the quotations as follows :—Ingots, 525 frs.; 
blooms, 590 frs.; billets, 600 frs.; and sheet bars, 
650 frs. per metric ton. In the sheet market prices 
were reduced by 40-50 frs. during the last week of 
March, end-of-month prices being:—Thick sheets, 
800-820 frs.; medium sheets, 860-900 frs.; and thin 
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sheets, 1,150-1,300 frs. per metric ton. Pig-iron prices 
for March remained the same as in February. 


Germany.—The February coal output was reduced, 
as compared with both January, 1929, and February, 
1928. In spite of the difficult conditions of the month, 
daily pig-iron production showed only a slight reduc- 
tion as compared with January, the average outputs 
per calendar day in February and January, 1929, and 
in February, 1928, being 34,490 tons, 34,850 tons and 
38,080 tons respectively. Out of 184 blast furnaces 
in Germany, 96 were in operation at the end of 
February, a net reduction of one as compared with the 
beginning of the month. The total make of pig-iron 
(965,920 tons) included 143,570 tons of foundry and 
hematite, 599,460 tons of basic, 221,430 tons of ferro- 
alloys and 1,460 tons of forge pig-iron. Steel produc- 
tion was on about the same scale as a year previous, 
output per working day in February, 1929 and 1928, 
averaging 52,060 tons and 52,090 tons respectively; 
compared with January, daily output was reduced by 
64 per cent. The output of finished steel products in 
February amounted to 850,900 tons compared with 
985,720 tons in January, 1929, and 927,200 tons in 
February, 1928; the corresponding daily outputs for 
these months were 35,450 tons, 37,910 tons and 37,090 
tons. Iron and steel prices.—Home prices were un- 
changed during March. 


Belgium.—Coal output in Belgium during February 
(23°2 working days) averaged 89,690 tons daily, which 
compares with 92,850 tons in January and 93,440 tons 
a year previous. The average daily quantities of pig- 
iron produced in February and January, 1929, and in 
February, 1928, amounted to 10,610 tons, 11,130 tons, 
and 10,250 tons respectively, the reduction in the rate 
of output between January and February, 1929, 
measuring 4°6 per cent. Furnaces in blast at the be- 
ginning and end of February numbered 56 out of 62 
existing in Belgium. Steel output was the lowest since 
September, 1927. The production of finished steel pro- 
ducts in February and January, 1929, and in February, 
1928, amounted to 262,500 tons, 307,970 tons, and 
273,400 tons respectively. Jron and steel prices.—Ex- 
port prices for billets were 1s. Od. to 1s. 6d. per ton 
dearer at the end as compared with the beginning of 


March. For pig-iron and sheets advances of Is. 6d. to — 


2s. 6d. per ton were to be noted by the end of the 
month. In the finished steel market prices showed no 
important alteration during the month. Export prices 
(f.o.b. Antwerp) at the end of March were as follows: 
Pig-iron, No. 3 Foundry, £3 10s.; billets (2-24 in.), 
£5 5s. 6d.; sheet bars, £5 7s.; joists (standard sec- 
tions), £5 1s.; plates (;% in.), £6 6s. 6d.; medium 
sheets (7, in.), £6 16s.; and thin sheets (,5, mm.), 
£10 7s. 6d.; all prices per metric ton. 


United States.—The aggregate coal output for Feb- 
ruary (48,162,000 tons) included 42,206,000 tons of 
bituminous and 5,956,000 tons of anthracite coal. The 
daily bituminous output was further increased, the 
average for February (24 working days) being 1,759,000 
tons, as compared with 1,740,000 tons and 1,487,000 
tons in January, 1929, and February, 1928, respect- 
ively. The daily anthracite output in February 
(253,000 tons) was about the same as in the previous 
month, but 50,000 tons greater than a year earlier. 
The average daily rate of pig-iron production (114,510 
tons) was the ,highest recorded since April, 1926. 
Furnaces in blast at the end of February num- 
bered 207, a net increase of five over the begin- 
ning of the month and of twenty over the end 
of February, 1928. The average daily tonnage 
of steel produced was the highest yet reached; the 
daily averages in February and January, 1929, and 
in February, 1928, were 180,198 tons, 166,274 tons, 
and 161,812 tons, respectively. Jron and steel prices. 
Philadelphia and Valley furnace pig-iron quotations 
were advanced by 0-50 dollars per ton in the latter part 
of March. Chicago prices for sheets were raised by 0°10 
cent. per lb. at the beginning of the month. Repre- 
sentative. quotations at the end of March were: No. 2 
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Foundry pig-iron, Philadelphia, 21 dols. 76 cents; 
No. 2 Foundry pig-iron, Valley furnace, 18 dols.; re- 
rolling billets, Pittsburgh, 34 dols.; open-hearth sheet 
bars, Pittsburgh, 35 dols.; and forging billets, Pitts- 
burgh, 39 dols. per English ton. The following were 
representative quotations (per lb. to large buyers) for 
certain finished products: Steel bars, Chicago, 2°05 
cts.; tank plates, Pittsburgh, 1:90 cts.; and structural 
shapes, Chicago, 2°05 cts.

SOUTH AFRICAN PRODUCE SHIPMENTS. 


The High Commissioner for the Union of South 
Africa in London has received cabled advice from the 
Department of Agriculture, Pretoria, that, during the 
week ended 6th April the following quantities of South 
African produce were shipped to various United King- 
dom ports :—Maizemeal, 800 bags; chop, 3,063 bags; 
tobacco, 240 bales; wool scoured, 338 bales, grease, 
3,653 bales; mohair, 27 bales; hides, wet, 1,656 bales, 
dry, 472 bales; sheepskins, 423 bales; and goatskins, 
59 bales. 

In addition the following boxes of deciduous fruit 
were dispatched on 12th April :—Peaches, 200; pears, 
19,469; grapes, 28,095; apples, 549; persimmons, 4; 
chillies, 6; granadillas, 2; and pines, 466.

The Indian Commercial Intelligence Department, 
Calcutta, reports as follows to the Indian Trade Com- 
missioner in London on the season and crops in India 
for the weeks ended on the dates stated :— 


RAINFALL. 


Calcutta, 22nd April.—During the week ended 21st 
April rainfall was nearly general and accompanied by 
hail or thunderstorms in Malabar on two days and in 
Bengal on one day. There were widespread hail and 
thunderstorms in Upper Burma, North-East India, 
the Central Provinces, and the extreme South of the 
country on one day. 

Falls of rain elsewhere were local or few. 


CROPS. 


Madras, 13th April.—Rainfall was moderate in the 
Southern districts, on the West Coast, and in the 
Nilgiri Hills and parts of the Central districts. The 
condition of standing crops is generally fair to good 
except in parts of Ramnad. The outturn of paddy in 
parts of the Southern districts and of dry crops in parts 
of the Circars is fair to normal. 


Bihar and Orissa, 15th April.—Rainfall was light in 
Patna, Darbhanga, Monghyr, Purnea, Angul, Puri, 
Sambalpur, Hazaribugh, Ranchi, Manbhum, and 
Singbhum. There was no rain elsewhere. Standing 
and rabi crops generally are doing well; mahua crops 
have been affected by the recent cloudy weather in 
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Palamau. In the Feudatory States of Orissa and Chota 
Nagpur the weather was seasonable; sugar-cane is 
growing well. | 

Bengal, 17th April.—Light rain was almost general 
and facilitated the cultivation of jute and paddy. Pro- 
spects for standing crops are generally fair. 


Central Provinces, 17th April.—The weather was 
cloudy. Rainfall was heavy in Seony and light in 
thirteen other districts. Rainfall was light in three 
Feudatory States. 

Punjab, 15th April.—Rainfall was light to moderate 
in parts of all districts except Gurgaon, Karnal, Lahore, 
Amritsar, Gurjanwala, Sheikhupura, Jhelum, Mian- 
wali, and Dera Ghazi Khan. The condition of stand- 
ing irrigated crops is average to good, except in Hissar, 
Rohtak, Gurgaon, and Dera Ghazi Khan, where the 
condition is below the average. Standing crops have 
been damaged by hailstorms in parts of Rohtak, Fero- 
zepore, and Sialkot, and by high winds in parts of 
Hoshiarpur, Gurdaspur, Guzrat, and Attock. Locusts 
have appeared in parts of Montgomery, Jhang, and 
Multan. Very slight damage to early fodder crops is 
reported from Khanewal. 

Assam, 22nd April.—The weather generally was 
seasonable and cloudy. Crop prospects are fair. 
Spring rice has been somewhat damaged by recent rain 
and hail. 








BRITISH WEST INDIES CROPS AND TRADE. 


Barclay’s Bank (Dominion, Colonial and Overseas) 
have received the following reports from their local 
managers :— 

Barbados.—The seasonal dry period has now set in 
and pastures are cracked in many places. Reaping of 
the 1929 sugar crop is being pressed forward; the 
quality of the juice is reported to be satisfactory, and 
loss from rotton canes should be only slight. The 
crop for 1930 is growing well, in spite of the dry 
weather. Considering the depressed position of the 
sugar industry the state of trade remains fair for the 
time of year. 

Trinidad.—Except along the northern range, rain is 
now badly needed. Reaping of the 1929 sugar crop is 
proceeding normally. The cocoa crop is practically 
over; results in some districts have been very dis- 
appointing, owing to the heavy rains of last November, 
but there is promise of a June crop which should 
counterbalance any shortage. Trade shows signs of 
improvement. 

Jamaica.—Weather throughout the Island has been 
dry. All sugar factories are working satisfactorily. 
The banana market has improved considerably and, 
not only is the fruit plentiful, but prices are also 
better. Weather has been suitable for the growing 
banana crop, resulting in a better quality than last 
year; large shipments are expected during April. The 
pimento market is quiet, but high prices continue. The 
coffee crop is expected to be short, and quotations con- 
tinue firm. Receipts from the various sources of 
Government Revenue are being maintained. ‘Trade 
continues quiet. 

Leeward Islands.—In Antigua and St. Kitts rain 
is much needed. The estimate of the 1929 sugar crop 
in Antigua is 12,000 tons. In Dominica the weather 
has been mostly dry, though there has been two or 
three days of heavy rains; conditions for limes have 
been favourable and prospects for the coming crop 
are very promising. 

Windward Islands.—In Grenada the weather con- 
tinues seasonable. The first cocoa crop is now practi- 
cally over and, if rain falls shortly, pickings should 
be resumed late in May. Dry and fine weather has 
ruled in St. Lucia and St. Vincent, where good pro- 
gress is being made with the reaping of the 1929 sugar 
crop. Trade throughout this group has been some- 
what quiet.

badly needed. Sugar grinding ceased in March but 
was to be resumed in mid-April. The yield, so far, 
has been good, although effects of dry weather will 
probably be seen in later returns. Progress continues 
in the rice industry and close attention is being given 
to seed distribution. The diamond industry remains 
quiet. The principal exports for the first two months 
of 1929, as compared with the same period in 1928, 
were :—Sugar, 8,449 tons (16, _ tons); rice, 6,655,007 
lbs. (4, 778, 067 lbs.); copra, 2,064,940 lbs. (819,373 
lbs.); diamonds, 17,278 carats (18,235 carats); and 
bauxite, 31,572 tons (29,307 tons).

EXPORT OF FOODS AND BEVERAGES TO 
VENEZUELA. 


The Consul-General of Venezuela has announced 
that the import into Venezuela of foodstuffs of all 
kinds, the consumption of which in the country of 
origin is not permitted, is prohibited. The term ‘* food- 
stuffs ’’ comprises all substances or preparations used 
as human food or beverage and all substances forming 
part of, or used in the preparation or composition of 
foodstuffs, including condiments but not drugs. 

Exporters of foodstuffs and beverages to Venezuela 
from this country must present for legalisation at the 
Venezuelan Consulate a Certificate issued by a com- 
petent authority, stating (a) that the products to be 
shipped by s.s. conform with the sanitary condi- 
tions prescribed by the laws of Great Britain and have 
been manufactured with raw materials of the first 
quality, (b) that the said products are on sale for con- 
sumption in Great Britain and were not manufactured 
only for exportation. 

It is understood that declarations made by the 
manufacturers of the goods and countersigned by a 
Chamber of Commerce wil! be neneqeun by Venezuelan 
Consuls for legalisation.

FRANCE, 





DIRECTION OF TRADE, JANUARY-FEBRUARY. 


(From the British Ambassador.) 
Paris. 

The returns of French foreign trade, as summarised in 
the daily press, show that, during the first two months of 
1929, the value of imports from Great Britain amounted to 
949 million francs, as against 907 million frs. in the first 
two months of 1928, an increase of 42 million frs. There 
was a fall in imports from Holland and Italy, but a rise in 
those from all other foreign countries separately classified in 
the returns. 

The value of French exports to Great Britain in the first 
two months of the year was 1,209 million frs., as against 
1,389 million frs., a decrease of 180 million frs. There was a 
rise in exports to Czechoslovakia, Italy, Jugo-Slavia, 
Greece, Spain, Portugal and Japan, but a fall in those to 
all other foreign countries separately classified. 

During January and February imports from and exports 
to the Union of Soviet Socialist Republics amounted to 123 
and 22 million frs. respectively. 

The value of French imports from all foreign countries in 
the first two months of 1929 totalled 9,022 million frs., as 
against 7,454 million frs. in the first two months of 1928, 
an increase of 1,568 million frs., and that of exports 6,495 
millioh frs., as against 7,250 million frs., a decrease of 755 
million frs. The value of French imports from her colonies 
and protectorates amounted to 1,313 million frs., as against 
976 million frs., an increase of 337 million frs., and of her 
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exports to 1,325 million frs., as against 1,175 million frs., 
an increase of 150 million frs. 

French visible trade with foriegn countries consequently 
showed an unfavourable balance of 2,527 million frs. in the 
first two months of this year, as compared with an unfavour- 
able balance of 204 million frs. in the first two months of 
1928. Her trade with her colonies and protectorates, on 
the other hand, showed a favourable balance of 12 million 
frs., as against a favourable balance of 199 million frs. 





GERMANY. 


TRADE WITH FRANCE IN 1928. 


The British Commercial Counsellor at Berlin reports 
that German foreign trade with France during 1928 showed 
a substantial improvement to the extent of 1-6 milliard 
francs in favour of Germany. As compared with 1927, 
German exports to France increased in 1928 by 748 million 
frs., making a total of 4,961-4 million frs. On the other 
hand, French imports to Germany amounted to 5,669-2 
million frs. for 1928, a decrease of 806 million frs. 

One of the main reasons for the apparent fluctuation in 
favour of Germany was the fact that reciprocal most- 
favoured-nation treatment has only been fully operative 
since April, 1928, up to which date certain restrictions were 
imposed by France on Germain imports. Another impor- 
tant factor in the relative adjustment was the economic de- 
velopment in the two countries. In 1927 France passed 
through a brief period of industrial depression and falling 
prices, enabling increased exportation to Germany, while 
the situation was reversed in 1928 with rising prices and 
higher production in France. It is also claimed that 
German goods are making considerable headway in regain- 
ing popularity with the French consumer. 

According to German statistics, 58 per cent. of German 
exports to France from January to September, 1928, were 
on Reparations account, and 75 per cent. of the latter de- 
liveries consisted of raw materials and industrial plant, 
neta the increased exports included additional finished 
goods. 

On the whole, it appears to be considered that marked pro- 
gress has been made in marketing German products in 
France during the year under review, and in consolidating 
Franco-German economic relations. A number of German 
firms are reported to have established their own agencies 
in France and to have organised sales organisations embrac- 
ing the provinces as well as the principal cities.

FOREIGN TRADE—J ANUARY-FEBRUARY. 


According to the Association of Italian Corporations, 
Rome, imports and exports during the first two months of 
the current year have been provisionally valued at 3,639-3 
million lire and 2,037-1 million lire, as compared with 
3,268-1 million lire and 2,241-0 million lire respectively in 
the first two months of 1928. Thus at the end of February 
last the trade deficit amounted to 1,602-2 million lire as 
against 1,027-1 million lire at the end of the corresponding 
period cf 1928. 


THE GROWTH OF PRODUCTION. 


The Association of Italian Corporations and the General 
Fascist Confederation of Italian Industries have recently 
published information illustrating the growth of production 
in Italy during the seven years of the Fascist régime,

PARAGUAY. 


FINANCIAL AND TRADE CONDITIONS. 
(From the British Consulate.) 
ASUNCION. 


At the commencement of 1928 Paraguay was suffering 
from the effects of a two years’ drought, but owing to good 
yovernment matters had not become so precarious as might 
otherwise have been the case. With the advent of bene- 
ficial rains a great improvement was shown in trade 
activities, and wholesale dealers, who had restricted credit 
to agricultural clients, were again able to grant larger and 
longer credits with a corresponding increase of business. 
Thus matters proceeded until the close of the year, when 
the boundary dispute with Bolivia became very acute, and 
the improvement in. conditions was undone. At the close 
of the year a sense of uneasiness prevailed and trade be- 
came depressed. 


Pusiic FINANCE. 


During the late Administration, which terminated in 
August, the External Debt was reduced by 824,200 pesos 
gold (£164,840). At 30th November, 1927, it stood at 
4,863,498 pesos gold (£972,700), while the Consolidated In- 
ternal Debt and the Floating Debt totalled 1,594,876 pesos 
gold (£318,975) and 31,233,549 pesos paper (£146,631). Since 
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that date a further internal loan has been sanctioned of 
100 million paper pesos (£475,000), the proceeds to be used 
for the purchasing of arms, etc., in connection with the 
piacing of the Republic in a state of readiness in the 
event of war. 

The Budget for 1928-29 est»mated revenue at equivalent 
in sterling of £1,189,978, expenditure at an amount equal 
to £1,189,980. 

Exchange was steadily maintained by the Exchange Office 
at 18.75 Paraguayan pesos to the Argentine paper peso, 
and at 42.61 Paraguayan pesos to the Argentine gold peso. 
With the gold peso at around 48d., 213 Paraguayan pesos 
=£1. 

At the end of 1928 paper currency in circulation 
amounted to 218,918,606 pesos, of which 51-27 per cent. 
was guaranteed by Argentine gold pesos deposited in the 
Conversion Fund and other banks. 


CrepIT CoNDITIONS. 

Conditions in Paraguay, so far as the agricultural com- 
munity is concerned, are similar to those ruling in Argen- 
tine camp towns. Wholesale dealers grant credits against 
coming crops and climatic conditions influence the extent 
of business done. Most of the wholesale dealers, owing to 
lack of capital, purchase their requirements in Buenos 
Aires. A few, however, buy direct from Europe or the 
United States. 

ForE1Ggn TRADE. 

Tor the first ten months of 1928 imports into Paraguay 
showed a value of £2,461,742, as compared with £2,395,553 
in the complete year 1927 and £2,441,056 in 1926. ‘The 
principal countries of origin and the value of imports from 
them during the ten months were: Argentina, £951,350; 
the United States, £382,600; the United Kingdom, 
£272,300; Germany, £254,500; Italy, £139,000; Spain, 
£109,000; France, £80,000; Belgium, £58,000; and Japan, 
£52,000. 

The figure given for Argentina covers merchandise pur- 
chased or transhipped in Buenos Aires or Rosario of 
European or other origin, of which no particulars are 
forthcoming. 

Exports were valued at £2,685,867 for January-October, 
1928, as against £2,856,408 and £3,099,500 respectively in 
the two previous full years. Those of 1927 included forestal 
products to the value of £1,157,530, animal products valued 
at £1,014,140, and agriculturai products worth £662,780. 


PRODUCTION AND Export TRADE. 


The exports of animal products in 1927 included: extract 
of meat (782 tons), £355,000; hides (392,000 in number), 
£304,000 ; and pressed beef (1,960 tons), £117,000. 

Estimated cotton production for 1928 was 6,500 tons rough 
cotton, and but for the drought it was expected to have 
reached nearly 10,000 tons. The quantity exported in 1927 
was 1,800 tons clean cotton, valued at £106,000; in addition, 
3,000 tons of seed, valued at £17,000, were exported. 

Exports of timber in 1927 were made up of sawn timber, 
64,000 cubic metres, valued at £250,000; logs, 35,000 tons, 
valued at £70,000; fence posts, 98,000, valued at £4,600; 
sleepers, 3,460, valued at £400; and spacers, 2} millions, 
valued at £40,000. As regards quebracho, the export of 
logs totalled 6,600 tons, worth £9,000, while 47,000 tons of 
extract, valued at £735,000, were exported. 

Of Yerba maté total exports in 1927 were 7,300 tons, 
valued at £300,000. This industry is suffering competition 
from the cultivated Argentine Yerba, but conditions are 
said to be improving. 

Nearly 5,000 tons of tobacco leaf, valued at £151,560, 
were exported. The drought prevailing for the second con- 
secutive year was very detrimental to this crop, which had 
a better year in 1928. 

Sugar was adversely affected by low prices, as elsewhere, 
but protective duties lately sanctioned have improved the 
position. Exports of raw spirit made from the cane 
amounted to 290,000 litres, valued at £11,000 in 1927. 

Petit grain essence extracted from wild oranges and 
utilised for perfume purposes, was exported in 1927 to the 
extent of 81 tons, with a value of £48,000. 


SHIPPING AND TRANSPORT. 


Foreign shipping entered during 1927 totalled 443 
vessels, aggregating 218,587 tons, as compared with 449 
vessels of 206,700 tons in 1926, while clearances amounted 
to 443 vessels of 218,587 tons, as against 498 of 217,352 
tons. 

The question of transport is receiving the careful atten- 
tion of the Government, and several roads to neighbouring 
villages near the capital have been constructed. It is in- 
tended to abolish transport by mule or oxen-cart and to 
introduce motor lorries. From a census taken at the end 
of 1927 it appeared that there were just over 1,000 motor 
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cars in Paraguay, of which 600 were in the capital. Pri- 
vate and public cars numbered 543, lorries 308, and omni- 
buses 150. American makes predominate, and there are a 
few French and Italian cars but no British cars in the 
Republic. Most of the motor vehicles are purchased 
through agents in Buenos Aires. The air mail service with 
Buenos Aires commenced at the end of the year and has 
a twice-weekly service. 





POLAND. 


FOREIGN TRADE IN FEBRUARY. 


The British Commercial Secretary at Warsaw reports 
that during February last imports and exports amounted 
in value to 264,904,000 zloty (£6,110,000) and 167,392,000 
zloty (£3,861,000), an excess in value of the former over 
the latter of 97,512,000 zloty (£2,249,000). The totals for 
February, 1928, were: Imports, £6,237,000 and exports 
£4,563,000. 


The unfavourable result in February is primarily ex- 
plained by the falling off in exports in consequence of the 
intense cold, which impeded the export of coal and other 
goods, not only by sea but also by rail. 


The deficit in the foreign trade balance for the first two 
months of the current year amounts to £4,053,000. 


CHIEF IMPORTS AND EXPORTS.

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The United Kingdom stands eighth on the list of suppliers 
with a total of slightly over 2 million dols.. or some 60,000 
dols. less than the 1927 total. The principal imports from 
the United Kingdom were: Creosote oil, nitrogenous mate- 
rials for the fertiliser industry, cotton waste, musical in- 
struments, antiques and jute goods.

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 


IMPORT TRADE OF THE SOUTH-EASTERN 
STATES IN 1928. 


The British Consul at Atlanta reports that the total value 
of imports into the States of North and South Carolina, 
Georgia, Alabama and Florida during 1928 was 77,094,000 
dollars, this sum being approximately 9,700,000 dols. less 
than the total for the previous year. With the exception 
of North Carolina, however, all the States showed an in- 
crease in imports as compared with 1927. North Carolina 
showed a decrease of some 13 million dols.; this decline 
being due to the fact that, whereas in 1927 this State im- 
ported cigarette leaf tobacco to the value of 13,600,000 dols.., 
such import in 1928 was nil. Cuba supplied 25 per cent. 
(19,500,000 dols.) of the total imports, the chief items being 
sugar, 10-2 million dols. ; cigar leaf tobacco, 6°4 million dols. ; 
fresh fruit, 1-8 million dols.; and molasses and sugar syrup, 
0-6 million dols. The imports from Chile, the country second 
on the list of contributors, consisted of nitrate of soda, 
while those from Germany increased from 7 million dols. in 
1927 to 11 million dols. in 1928. Imports from the latter 
country were varied, but some 85 per cent. of the total con- 
sisted of materials for the fertiliser industry. Mexico sup- 
plied petroleum and products. Belgium’s share was larger 
last year and consisted chiefly of materials for the fertiliser 
industry and cement. Brazil supplied coffee, while imports 
from India consisted of jute and jute goods, ‘and tea.

UNITED KINGDOM. 


BRITISH RAILWAY STATISTICS FOR 
JANUARY. 


The Minister of Transport announces that the railway 
statistics for January have now been published, and may be 
obtained at H.M. Stationery Office (price 3s. 6d.). 


PASSENGER TRAFFIC. 

The total number of passenger journeys (excluding season 
ticket holders) taken on all standard-gauge railways in 
Great Britain in the month under review was 97,576,553, 
an increase compared with January, 1928, of 3,349,715, or 
3-6 per cent. The journeys taken by passengers at reduced 
fares rose by 5,706,340, but those taken at standard or 
ordinary fares fell by 2,356,625. The receipts from passen- 
gers (excluding season ticket holders) showed a decline ot 
£118,467, or 3-1 per cent. If the London Tubes and Metro- 
politan District Railway be omitted the figures show an in- 
crease in journeys of 832,470, or 1-2 per cent., and a de- 
crease in receipts of £149,241, or 4:3 per cent. For all 
companies the receipts from passenger train traffic (includ- 
ing season tickets and parcels and miscellaneous traffic, 
but excluding mails and parcels post) were £153,607 less 
than in January, 1928. The coaching train miles showed 
an increase of 1,088,272, or 5 per cent. 


Goops TraFFIc. 


The total tonnage of freight conveyed (excluding free- 
hauled traffic) was 28,452,738, an increase compared with 
January, 1928, of 2,550,331 tons, or 9-8 per cent. Coal 
accounted for 1,932,960 tons of this increase, but consider- 
able advances were also recorded in the tonnage conveyed of 
iron ore, pig iron, iron and _ steel, bricks and packed 
manure. 


The total net ton-miles (excluding free-hauled) were 
6:4 per cent. more than in January, 1928. Freight train 
receipts amounted to £9,131,834, an increase of £529,146, 
or 6-2 per cent. The freight train miles run were 438,284 
more than in January, 1928, an increase of 3-7 per cent. 
The average train load rose from 1274 tons to 130 tons, and 
the net ton-miles per engine hour from 416} to 4233. 


PERMANENT INTERNATIONAL ASSOCIATION 
OF ROAD CONGRESSES. 


The Minister of Transport announces that the Congress of 
the United States has authorised and requested the Presi- 
dent to extend to the Permanent International Association 
of Road Congresses an invitation to hold the sixth session 
of the Association in Washington during the second week of 
October, 1930. 


The President of the United States has accordingly been 
pleased to issue an invitation to H.M, Government in Great 
Britain and Northern Ireland and the Governments in the 
British Colonial Possessions, together with H.M. Govern- 
ments in the Commonwealth of Australia, New Zealand and 
the Union of South Africa and the Government of India. 


The Congress is intended primarily to bring together a 
widely representative international gathering of specialists 
for the presentation and consideration of the results of 
research and experience bearing upon all phases of high- 
way development and use, and the United States Govern- 
ment have expressed the hope that their invitation will be 
transmitted to the individuals or corporations who are 
members of the International Association of Road Con- 
gresses and who might desire to be represented at the 
meeting. 

It is expected that many members of the engineering 
profession, as well as local administrators interested in high- 
way problems, will welcome this opportunity of studying 
under the most favourable circumstances the methods 
adopted and the results attained by their colleagues in the 
United States. The attendance at Washington is accord- 
ingly likely to exceed that of any previous meeting 
organised by the International Association of Road Con- 
gresses, upon which H.M. Government is represented.

CANADA. 


RAILWAY RETURNS FOR 1928. 
(From the High Commissioner for Canada in London.) 


According to a Report issued by the Dominion Bureau 
of Statistics at Ottawa, Canadian railways earned larger 
gross revenues during 1928 than in any previous year, ex- 
ceeding the 1927 revenues, whfch established the previous 
record, by 58,043,972 dollars, or 11-6 per cent. Operating 
expenses were heavier than for 1927 by 30,883,686 dols., and 
the net operating revenue, which was also a new high 
record, amounted to 120,019,800 dols., or 27,160,285 dols. 
more than for the previous year. 

Freight traffic was heavier than in 1927 by 19-3 per cent. 
The heavy carry-overs of the 1927 grain crops and the record 
harvest of 1928 were large factors in this traffic. The in- 
crease in wheat alone was mere than 5,000,000 tons. Mine 
products increased by 1,399,136 tons, forest products by 
635,015 tons and manufactures and miscellaneous freight by 
3,315,333 tons. 

The number of passengers carried, however, continued to 
decrease, being less than for any of the previous six years, 
but the passenger miles were slightly greater than in 1923, 
the peak year. The average passenger journey was 81:3 
miles, as against 76-4 miles in 1927. This means that the 
long haul traffic is growing, and that the short haul traffic 
has declined, owing to the automobile. 

The pay roll was heavier than in 1927 by 16,826,739 dols., 
and the number of employees increased by 8,427. 





GERMANY. 


HAMBURG SHIPPING TRAFFIC IN MARCH. 
(From the British Consul-Geneval.) 
HAMBURG. 

The improvement in ice conditions is reflected in the ton- 
nage statistics for the port during the month of March. 
There was an increase over February of approximately 
360,000 tons in the tonnage entered and of 409,000 tons in 
that cleared, the greater part of which was accounted for 
by vessels with cargo. 

British shipping in March amounted to 200 vessels, aggre- 
gating 417,166 tons, entered, and 193 vessels, of 367,534 
tons, cleared, as compared with 163 vessels, of 314,785 tons, 
entered, and 166 vessels, of 315,903 tons, cleared in 
February. German tonnage in March amounted to 
692,258 tons entered, as against 582,255 tons in February, 
and 718,780 tons cleared, as compared with 551,283 tons.

CYPRUS. 


CROP CONDITION AND OUTLOOK. 


The Trade Commissioner for Cyprus in London reports 
concerning the crops as under :— 

Wheat: The weather continues to be very favourable for 
the new crop. Demand for local wheat poor, offers are 
also poor, 7s. per bushel. Barley: A good crop. Yield 
expected to be above the average. Offers and demands poor. 
2s. 8d. per bushel. Potatoes: The export demand for pota- 
toes is increasing. Prices, £8 to £9 per ton. Cotton: Ex- 
port steady, prices falling slightly. Seed cotton is 3s. 7d. 
to 4s. per stone. Oranges: Jaffa type, £3 5s. per 1,000; 
round oranges, £1 15s. per 1,000. Tobacco: Heavy weather 
interfered with the preparation of the tobacco fields, and 
the germination of the seed and growth of the seedlings. 
Considerable interest has been shown in the planting of 
tobacco this year, both of cigarette and Latakia kinds, and 
the production promises to be the largest for some years.

ESTONIA—ITALY. 


PROVISIONAL COMMERCIAL AGREEMENT. 


The Provisional Commercial Agreement between Italy 
and Estonia, which was concluded by Exchange of Notes on 
Ist July, 1928, having been ratified by both contracting 
Parties, came into force on 27th February, 1929. It is to 
remain in force until replaced by a definitive Treaty of 
Commerce, though the right to renounce the Agreement at 
one month’s notice is reserved. 





COMMERCIAL TREATIES AND ARRANGEMENTS—Continued 





The Agreement provides for most-favoured-nation treat- 
ment in respect of residence, establishment, civil rights, 
commerce and industry, and in respect of Customs duties, 


privileges and formalities. 
Exception to general most-favoured-nation treatment is 


made, however, in the case of the special privileges 
accorded : — 
(a) by Estonia to Baltic States and Russia, 
(b) by Italy to her colonies, 
(c) to neighbouring States to facilitate frontier traffic, 
(d) in virtue of any present or future Customs Union. 


National treatment is accorded in all matters of taxa- 
tion. 

Ships, with their cargoes and passengers, of one Party 
in the ports of the other Party are to be on a footing of 
perfect equality with national ships, and all favours 
granted to any third Party are to apply unconditionally to 


the other Party. 
The provisions of the Agreement do not apply, however, 


to the following matters : — 
(a) laws for the protection of the national shipping, 
(b) concessions to aquatic sports clubs and pleasure boats, 
(c) coasting trade, 
(d) fishing in territorial waters. 





ITALY—LITHUANIA. 
COMMERCIAL TREATY. 


The ratifications of the Commercial Treaty between Italy 
and Lithuania signed on 17th September, 1927, were ex- 
changed on 22nd February, 1928, and the Treaty came into 
force 15 days later. It is to remain in force for a period of 
one year, and unless denounced six months before the 
expiry of this period will remain in force subject to six 
months’ notice of denunciation by either Party. 

Under the terms of the Treaty complete freedom of c»m- 
merce and navigation is provided for. Nationals of either 
Party will be permitted to enter, travel and reside in the 
territories of the other. They will receive national treat- 
ment in all matters that concern taxation. They will also 
receive national treatment in matters of commerce, naviga- 
tion and industry, subject, however, to a reservation with 
regard to special laws which are in force in the two conn- 
tries and which are applicable to all foreigners. 

National and most-favoured-nation treatment is provided 
for nationals of either Party in respect of their persons, 
property rights and interests. 

Companies domiciled and legally constituted in the terri- 
tories of one Party are granted most-favoured-nation treat- 
ment in the territories of the other in respect of business 
and legal matters, and national] treatment in respect of 
taxation matters. 

The Treaty contains the usual provisions as regards cum- 
mercial travellers and their samples, and most-favoured- 
nation treatment is granted in this respect. 

Natural and manufactured products of either Party are 
granted most-favoured-nation treatment on importation 
into the territories of the other. Export duties on the 
products of one Party, exported to the territories of the 
other, will not be other or higher than those levied on 
the products of the most-favoured-nation. 

The most-favoured-nation clauses of the Treaty do not 
extend to privileges accorded 

(a) to border States with a view to facilitating frontier 

traffic ; 

(b) in virtue of a Customs Union to which Italy is, or 

may be, a Party; 

(c) by Lithuania to Estonia or Latvia; and 

(d) by Italy to her colonies. 


Freedom of transit through their respective territories 
is reciprocally accorded by the Parties. 

National treatment is provided for in respect of internal 
duties levied in the territory of one Party on the goods 
of the other. 

In matters of navigation national and most-favoured- 
nation treatment is provided for, with the following ex- 
ceptions :— 

(a) coasting traffic; 

(b) special facilities granted to the national mercantile 

marine; 

(c) special concessions to nautical sporting clubs and 

private yachts; 

(d) fishing in territorial waters; and 

(e) emigration and transport of emigrants.

MARKING OF NECK-TIES. 


It is stated in an Order issued by the Sydney Customs 
Authorities that for some time past neck-ties have been 
coming into the Commonwealth either without being 
marked with the ‘‘ trade description ’’ required by the 
Commerce (Imports) Regulations or with such ‘“ trade 
descriptions ’’ affixed by means of a gummed label only. 

It is stated in the Order that gummed-on labels are not 
regarded as sufficiently permanent for the purposes of the 
Commerce (Trade Descriptions) Act in the case of neck- 
ties. The application of a correct ‘‘ trade description ”’ 
by means of a stitched-on or securely stapled label is to be 
insisted upon in every instance before the goods are 
released from Customs control. 

[Norz.—The Commonwealth (Trade Descriptions) Act, 
1905, prohibits the importation into the Commonwealth of 
certain specified classes of goods (e.g., apparel) unless there 
is applied to such goods a ‘“‘ trade description ’’ in accord- 
ance with the Act and Regulations thereunder. ] 





BRITISH INDIA. 


DUTY ON CERTAIN COPPER CABLES. 


The ‘‘ Indian Trade Journal ’’ for 4th April contains a 
Customs Notification (No. 15 of 1929 of the Finance De- 
partment (Central Revenues)), dated 30th March, and effec- 
tive on lst April, 1929, which supersedes Notification No. 5 
of 1929 (referred to in the ‘‘ Journal” of 14th March, 
page 359), and provides that insulated copper cables con- 
taining pilot cores (but no power cores) of a sectional urea 
of less than ,3, sq. in. are to be exempt from so much of 
the duty leviable thereon as is in excess of the duty (if any) 
which would have been leviable if they had had no core 


of less than the said sectional area. 


DUTY ON CERTAIN IMITATION JEWELLERY. 


The ‘‘ Indian Trade Journal’’ for 4th April contains a 
Customs Notification (No. 18 of 1929 of the Finance De- 
partment (Central Revenues)), dated 30th March, which 
provides that articles of imitation jewellery,  in- 
cluding buttons and other fasteners, which consist of, or 
include, base metal plated with gold or silver and in which 
the proportion of precious metal to total metallic contents 
is less than 1-5 per cent., are to be exempt from so much 
of the duty leviable thereon as is in excess of the duty to 
which they would have been liable if they had contained 
no gold or silver. 





BRITISH GUIANA. 


CUSTOMS DUTIES ON MINERAL OILS. 


With reference to the notice under the above heading on 
page 441 of the ‘‘ Journal ’’ for 4th April, it should be 
noted that Ordinance No. 13 of 1929 embodying the pro- 
visions of the Bill for the amendment of the Customs 
duties on mineral oils was assented to on 13th March, 1929. 





CANADA. 


REVISED REGULATIONS REGARDING SALE 
OF DENATURED ALCOHOL. 


Circular No. 488c, Second Revision, recently issued by 
the Excise Division of the Department of National 
Revenue, embodies revised regulations governing the manu- 
facture and sale in Canada of denatured alcohol and 
specially denatured alcohol. The consolidated text of these 
revised regulations may be seen by persons interested at 
the Department of Overseas Trade, 35, Old Queen Street, 
London, 8.W. 1.

PALESTINE. 


CUSTOMS ORDINANCE, 1929. 


The Palestine ‘‘ Official Gazette’’ of the 15th March 
contains a copy of the Customs Ordinance, 1929 (No. 11 of 
1929), signed by the High Commissioner on the 15th March, 
1929, which makes provision for the management and 
regulation of Customs in Palestine. 

The Ordinance deals, inter alia, with administration, 
Customs control, importation, warehousing, exportation, 
payment of Customs duties and drawbacks.

UNION OF SOUTH AFRICA. 


PROHIBITED IMPORTATION OF SOLID 
RUBBER BATONS. 


Proclamation No. 49 of 1929, dated 19th February, 1929, 
prohibits the importation into the Union of South Africa, 
the mandated territory of South-West Africa, or the port 
and settlement of Walvis Bay, of solid rubber batons, 
unless the Commissioner of Police has permitted such 
importation.

BELGIUM. 


TARIFF CLASSIFICATIONS (AGREEMENT 
WITH FRANCE). 


An additional Commercial Agreement (and Protocol 
thereto) between the Belgium-Luxemburg Economic Union 
and France contains the following provisions as to the 
classifications of various articles for duty under the Belgian 
Customs Tariff. These classifications, in so far as they 
involved any change in existing practice, came into force 
on 15th April :— 


Wines prepared with medicinal substances, with a 
strength of not more than 21 degs. by the Gay-Lussac 
alcoholometer at 15 degs. C., imported in bottles containing 
at least 50 centilitres—Dutiable under Tariff Ne. 264. 

Under Tariff No. 543 (a) (Figured tissues of pure cotton 
in specified articles) are included tissues for shirt-fronts or 
similar uses, with designs in relief, pleated, frilled or with 
tubular strips, and having more than 60 threads in a square 
of 5 mm. side. The Agreement provides that fer this 
purpose “designs in relief’’ are to comprise tissues with 
designs, motifs or effects showing any. relief on the ground 
of the tissue. This category is not, however, to include 
ordinary figured tissues with designs, motifs or effects 
obtained merely by the inter-play of the warp and weft, 
without the use of elements for strengthening the relief of 
such designs, motifs or effects. 

Frames of wrought iron imported empty, i.e., without 
the article (mirror, drawing, picture, etc.) which they should 
contain, are dutiable under Tariff Nc. 933 (as unspecified 
articles of iron). 


The following are to be admitted free of duty (under 
Tariff Nos. 782-3) :— 


Albums containing samples of tissues, paper, oilcloth, 
yarns, plastic materials, buttons, etc., even when such 
albums have written or printed indications of the prices, 
descriptions and numbering of the articles. 


Catalogues sent separately, provided the duties normally 
leviable do not exceed 2 francs.

CERTIFICATE OF ORIGIN REGULATIONS. 


The Commercial! Secretary to H.M. Legation at Warsaw 
has forwarded the text and translation of an Order issued 
to the Polish Missions and Consulates in foreign countries 
containing the regulations relating to certificates of origin 
for goods imported into and exported from Poland. A 
copy of this translation, so far as it relates to imports, is 
viven below for convenience of reference. 


REGULATIONS AS TO CERTIFICATES OF ORIGIN FOR IMPORTED 
Goops (issued by the Ministry of Foreign Affairs, in conjunc- 
tion with the Ministries of Finance and of Industry and Com- 
merce). 


1. Description of Certificates of Origin.—A certificate of 
origin is a document proving that an article has originated in a 
specified country. 

The country of origin is the country where the relevant article 
was produced or finished, not less than 50 per cent. of the 
value of the article being attributable to expenditure on labour 
and raw materials therein. ; 

The country of shipment is the country from which the article 
was consigned for direct import to Poland. 


2, Object of Certificates of Origin.—Certificates of origin are 
required only for the import of a certain number of articles and 
in the following cases :— 

(a) in order to obtain ‘‘ conventional ’’ tariff rates of duty 
for goods specified in the relevant commercial treaties ; 


(6) when a Customs rebate may be granted on the basis 
of a special permit from the Ministry of Finance ; 

(c) in order to prove the origin of goods of which the 
import has been prohibited by virtue of paragraph 1 of 
the Decree of the Council of Ministers of 10th February, 
1928.* , 


3. Countries in which Certificate of Origin May be /ssued.— 
Certificates of origin for obtaining ‘‘ conventional ”’ tariff rates 
of duty in accordance with paragraph 2a of the present Order, 
may only be issued in the country which is at the same time 
the country of origin and the country of shipment of the article, 
unless otherwise provided in the following paragraphs. 

Certificates of origin presented with applications for the grant 
of a Customs rebate in accordance with paragraph 2B, above, 
may also be issued in the country of shipment. The name of 
the country of origin should, however, be mentioned in the 
text of the certificate. 


|. Certificates of Origin dispensed with for Goods not Liable 
to the Payment of Customs Duties.—It is unnecessary to issue 


certificates of origin for articles which are freed from the pay- | 


ment of Customs duties on the basis of Articles 10 and 11 of 
the Order of the Ministers of Finance and of Industry and Com- 
merce, dated lith June, 1920, regarding the Customs Tariff. 

In the event of the importation into Poland of articles enume- 
rated in Article 11, items 1, 2 and 3, of that Order (property of 
settlers, marriage dowries, inheritances), such documents are 
required as enumerated in paragraph 9, items 1, 2 and 3, of the 
Order of the Minister of Finance of 18th December, 1920, re- 
garding Customs Procedure. 


5. Text of Certificates of Origin.—Certificates of origin should 
be prepared according to the text given in Appendix No. 1 
(see below) and, should the goods originate from the United 
States of America, according to Appendix No. 2.t 

The certificate of origin, if written on a separate sheet, 
should be permanently attached to the relevant invoice. It may, 
however, be also written on the reverse side of the invoice. 

All the headings in the certificate should be properly filled 
in. The heading ‘‘ Specification of Goods’”’ should contain a 
detailed and correct list of the articles dispatched, corresponding 
. od as possible to the classification in the Polish Customs 

ariff. 

The firm whose name is given in the certificate of origin should 
be identical with that issuing the invoice made out to recipients 
in a place situated within the frontiers of Poland. 


6. Institutions Authorised to Issue Certificates of Origin.— 
\ certificate of origin may be issued either by the Chamber of 
Commerce of the district in which the sender resides or by any 
other body or economic organisation approved by the Polish 
Government. 

Foreign Governments will arrange to keep the Polish Govern- 
ment duly advised of the names of the institutions authorised 
to issue certificates of origin. 

Individual Consular officers will keep a record of the institu- 
tions in their respective districts authorised to issue certificates 
of origin, including facsimiles of signatures and three copies of 
the official seals. 

7. Language of the Certificates of Origin.—Certificates of 
origin are written in Polish and in the language of the country 
in which they are issued, or in Polish and French.

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In exceptional cases where the name of the goods has had to 
be given in a foreign language in the certificate of origin, 
the endorsing officer should append a Polish translation of the 


relevant words. 


8. Endorsement of Certificates.—A certificate of origin should 
bear a Consular endorsement (visa), and is valid during the 
period of the validity of the endorsement. 


9. Object of Endorsement.—The endorsing of certificates of 
origin has for its object the confirmation by the Consulate that 
it was issued by a duly authorised institution, and that the data 
em are correct, and the proving of its legality to the Polish 

ustoms. 


10. Offices Issuing Hndorsements.—Endorsements for certifi- 
cates of origin are issued by salaried Consular officers or by 
honorary Consulates possessing full powers, and by the Con- 
sular departments of Legations and Embassies and/or by the 
Legations or Embassies themselves should a Consular officer 
not be attached to the latter. 

Honorary Consuls may only endorse certificates of origin when 
they have received a special authorisation to do so from the 
Ministry for Foreign Affairs. 


11. Refusal of Endorsement.—Should the data quoted in the 
certificates of origin raise any doubts in the mind of the official 
authorised to endorse the certificates, the grant of an endorse- 
ment should be made to depend on the receipt of a certificate 
of verification from the applicant, or it should be refused. 

Should the consignor be afraid that’ the goods may be sub- 
jected to difficulties despite the possession of a certificate of 
origin, he can, in virtue of certain provisions in commercial 
treaties, demand the certifying of the certificate of origin by 
a certificate of verification which will be issued and signed by 
the body issuing the certificate as well as by a technical agent 
appointed by the Polish diplomatic representative; the latter 
will notify this appointment to the Government of the country 
of origin. This agent will have the right, in order to perform 
the verification, to ask for the presentation of all proofs and 
explanations, and to levy a fee, the amount of which will be 
strictly limited to the costs connected with this function plus 
any travelling expenses incurred. 


12. ext of Endorsement Required for Obtaining Tariff 
Rebates.—The text of the Consular endorsement on a certifi- 
cate of origin issued in virtue of items (a) and (b) of paragraph 
2 should correspond strictly to the model given in Appendix No. 
3 (see below). 

The endorsement is made in the Polish language. The en- 
dorsement must bear a signature and the official seal of the 
Consulate, as without them it will not be recognised by the 
Customs Offices. 


13. T'ext of Endorsement not Authorising a Tariff Rebate but 
only Proving the Origin of Goods.—The text of a Consular en- 
dorsement on a certificate of origin issued in virtue of item (c) 
of paragraph 2 should correspond strictly to the text of Appendix 
No. 4 (see below). 

This endorsement is issued in accordance with the Decree of 
the Council of Ministers of 10th February, 1928,* permitting the 
importation into Poland of the goods enumerated in the Decrees 
of the Council of Ministers of 17th June, 1927, and of 11th July, 
1925, provided they originate from any country other than 
Germany (1.e., the goods in what are known as Lists IT and ITI). 

The text of this endorsement differs from that referred to in 
paragraph 12, as no Customs rebate can be obtained on its 
basis. 

This endorsement, or at any rate its sentence, ‘‘ does not 
relate tg Customs rebate,’’ should be written in Polish and in 
the language of the Consulate’s country of residence, or in the 
French language. 

In virtue of the above-named Decree certificates of origin 
issued for the purpose of the application of the ‘‘ onions Se e 
rates authorise at the same time the clearance of goods enume- 
rated in Lists Nos. II and III, without any special import 
permits. 

In cases where certificates of origin are issued, but not for 
the purpose of obtaining ‘‘ conventional ’’ rates of duty, Customs 
offices will clear the goods enumerated in lists of prohibited im- 
ports Nos. II. and III. and originating from countries other 
than Germany without any special import permits, but only on 
the basis of certificates of origin accompanied by a Consular 
endorsement according to Appendix No. 4. 

Such endorsement may also be issued for goods not originat- 
ing from the districts or even the country of residence of the 
Consulate, provided these countries have concluded, or are 
negotiating, commercial treaties with Poland. 

Goods are considered as nationalised in a said country if 
Customs duty has been paid in full, or when they have been 
released from bond. 

No endorsement should be granted for goods originating from 
Germany, even though emanating from; or passing in transit 
through, a country where the relevant Consular office has its 
residence, or for ‘‘ nationalised ’’ goods of German origin. 

Endorsements should aiso not be granted for goods enume- 
rated in the lists of prohibited imports Nos. II and III. if 
these goods, although not of German origin, arrive in Poland 
from warehouses situated on the territory of Germany, or from 
German ports, or if they are loaded at German stations for 
export to Poland.

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Consular offices in Germany cannot, in view of the above, 
issue the endorsement for certificates of origin referred to in 
paragraph 2c of the present regulations. 


14. Term of Validity of Endorsement.—The term of the 
validity of an endorsement will be fixed by the authority autho- 
rised to issue such endorsements. The term of the validity may 
not, however, exceed three months from the date of issue in 
European countries, and four months in other countries. 

The Consulate is not authorised to prolong the endorsement 
on a certificate of origin. 

In exceptional cases the Ministry of Finance may, in con- 
formity with the Ministry of Industry and Commerce, allow 
the extension of the term of validity of an endorsement, pro- 
vided that the interested party prove by land or sea transport 
documents, that the goods to which the certificates of origin 
relate were shipped for transport before the lapse of the validity 
of the endorsement. 


15. Double Certificates of Origin.—In cases where goods 
originating from a country with which Poland has concluded a 
commercial treaty have, subsequent to their dispatch from the 
country of origin, but before their arrival in Poland, been 
finished in another country with which Poland has concluded a 
commercial treaty, and when this process has not increased the 
value of the goods by more than 50 per cent., ‘‘ conventional ”’ 
rates of duty may be applied on the basis of double certificates 
(countries of production and of finishing) which should corre- 
spond to the following conditions :— 


(a) they should be issued by institutions authorised for this 
purpose and endorsed by Polish Consulates ; 
(b) they should indicate as recipients of the goods a firm 
having its residence in Poland ; 
(c) a certificate of the country of origin should, besides the 
general data required for all certificates in general, con- 
tain a notice that the goods dispatched have to be 
finished before their delivery to the recipient in Poland 
(the manner of the finishing, the country, name and 
business of the firm carrying out the finishing should be 
indicated) and that as a result of their being finished 
the characteristics and the weight will be subject to 
alterations. It is desirable that the weight of the 
finished goods be given, even though in approximate 
figures ; 
the certificate of the finishing country should indicate 
where (in what country and firm) the goods have been 
produced, their characteristics and gross weight, and 
characteristics and weight after the finishing process.

16. Consignments included under one Certificate of Origin.— 
A certificate of origin should be issued for each transport docu- 
ment or for each consignment separately. When consignments 
are sent by air or parcels post, one certificate of origin may in- 
clude not more than three parcels consigned to one and the same 
addressee. 


17. Time at which Certificates should be Presented to 
Customs Office.—Certificates of origin should be presented to 
the Customs Office simultaneously with the declaration of the 
goods. 


18. Copies of Certificates of Origin and of Invoices.—When 
endorsing certificates of origin the endorsing office should be 
furnished with copies of the certificate and of the invoice, which 
should be kept in the files together with the relevant corre- 
spondence. 


19. Endorsing of Certificates Relating to Analysis of Goods.— 
Certificates regarding the analysis of samples of goods may be 
endorsed by Consulates. 

An endorsement according to Appendix No. 5 (see below) will 
be placed on this certificate. 

This endorsement should certify that the institution perform- 
ing the analysis is authorised for this course on the basis of 
regulations obtaining in the country of the office of the 
Consulate. 

The endorsement is placed on the document of analysis and 
the enclosed sample of goods should bear the seal of the Con- 
sulate and the number of the endorsement. 

The endorsing of certificates relating to the analysis of wood 
pulp in paper required in virtue of the Order of 31st August, 
1925, may be made by the Consul only on the strength of a 
decision of the official expert testing institution. The decision 
and the declaration of the interested firm are not sufficient for 
the granting of a Consular endorsement. 

20. Legalisation of Signatures of Institution Issuing Certifi- 
cates of Origin.—In cases when the party requests the endorsing 
of a certificate of origin which is not required by the Polish 
Customs authorities and is for the clearance of goods only, the 
signature of the body issuing this certificate should be legalised. 

In this case the parties should be informed that the legalisa- 
mong the signature has not the same validity as an endorse- 
ment. 


21. Duplicates of certificates of origin may be issued by the 
Consulate in exceptional cases, when the exporter proves that 
the certificate of origin has been lost, and that the relevant goods 
have actually been dispatched. 


_ 22, Consular Fees.—The Consular fees for the various ser- 
vices mentioned in the present regulations are fixed in the tariff 
of Consular fees of Ist April, 1928, and are given in Appendix 
No. 6 (see below). |

EXPORT DUTIES ON TIMBER INCREASED. 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Warsaw 
reports that the Customs duties on timber exported from 
Poland have been increased by an Order dated 25th 
February with effect as from 30th March. The new rates

CUSTOMS TARIFF MODIFICATIONS. 


The ‘‘ Diario do Governo ”’ (Lisbon) for 17th April con- 
tains a Decree, No. 16,743, modifying the Portuguese 
Customs Tariff as indicated below. 

New headings are raised for :— 

Pipes and tubes of aluminium and its alloys—duty 1 cen- 
tavo (gold) per kilog. (Tariff No. 690A) ; 

Wares, not specially mentioned in the Tariff, of card- 
board, paper, pasteboard, gelatine, celluloid and similar 
products with printing thereon—duty 80 centavos (gold) per 
kilog. (Tariff No. 736A). 

The duty on printed matter, loose, on cardboard, paper, 
pasteboard, gelatine and similar products (Tariff No. 727) 
is increased from 60 to 80 centavos (gold) per kilog. 

The following note is added to Tariff Nos. 727 and to the 
new heading 736A :— 

Wares with a simple indication of origin or with a few 
words which do not constitute an advertisement or announce- 
ment are not included in these headings. 

In Tariff No. 582A (pulverisers for agricultural purposes) 
the words ‘“‘ weighing up to 10 kilogs. each’? are added to 
the text of the heading. The duty of 20 centavos (gold) 
per kilog. is unaltered. Pulverisers over that weight are 
added to No. 530 (duty 10 centavos (gold) per 100 kilogs.). 

[All the duties quoted above are ‘‘ Minimum ”’ Tariff 
rates. The ‘‘ Maximum” Tariff duties are twice the 
‘* Minimum ’’ Tariff rates. ] 





SERB-CROAT-SLOVENE KINGDOM. 


IMPORT DUTY ON BLACK PLATES FOR 
CERTAIN PURPOSES REDUCED. 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Belgrade 
reports that, in virtue of a Decision of the Minister of 
Finance, dated 2nd April, the Customs duty on black plates 
and sheets, rough, even pickled or dressed, less than 1 mm. 
thick (Tariff No. 537(1)c), for the manufacture of gal- 
vanised sheets and plates has been reduced to 3 gold dinars 
per 100 kilogs. The reduced duty came into force on 5th 
April, and is to remain in force so long as black plates 
falling under the above Tariff heading are not manufac- 
tured in the Kingdom. 





SPAIN. 


PAYMENT OF CUSTOMS DUTIES. 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Madrid 
reports, by telegraph, that the rate of surcharge for the 
period 20th to 30th April in respect of import and export 
duties, Customs fines, etc., paid in Spanish silver coins or 
notes of the Bank of Spain has been fixed at 29.50 per cent. 

(This applies to 50 per cent. of the duties, the remaining 
50 per cent, as notified in the ‘‘ Journal ”’ of 15th Novem- 
ber, 1928, being payable in gold coin or in gold currency, 
cheques drawn on or endorsed by qualified Spanish banks or 
foreign banks established in Spain.) 





VENEZUELA. 


CUSTOMS TARIFF MODIFICATIONS. 


H.M. Representative at Caracas has forwarded particu- 
lars of recent Decrees modifying the Venezuelan Customs 
Tariff. Among other alterations, new headings are raised 
for the following goods :— 

Cotton fabrics, coloured, woven with dyed yarn and with 
bleached and dyed yain, of smooth texture, half the sum of 
whose threads in a square of 5 mm. side exceeds 13, and 
weighing 71 and 100 grammes inclusive per square metre— 
Class 5, plus 50 per cent. specific (B. 1-874 per kilog. gross). 

Buckles of common metals, not elsewhere specified in the 
Tariff, even varnished, tinned, coppered, bronzed or nickelled 
—Class 4 (B. 0-75 per kilog. gross).

SALE OF FOOD (REVOCATION) ORDER. 


In exercise of the powers conferred upon them by the 
Ministry of Food (Continuance) Act, 1920, the Ministry of 
Food (Cessation) Order, 1921, (a) the Expiring Laws Con- 
tinuance Act, 1928, and of all other powers enabling them 
in that behalf the Board of Trade hereby order as follows :— 


1. Article 8 (relating to the sale of imported eggs) of the 
Sale of Food Order, 1921 (S.R. & O. 1921, No. 1305), made 
by the Board of Trade, is hereby revoked, but without pre- 
judice to any proceedings in respect of any contravention 
thereof. 


2. This Order may be cited as the Sale of Food (Revoca- 
tion) Order, 1929, and shall come into operation on the 21st 
April, 1929.

The Department of Overseas Trade has at its command 
an extensive overseas Intelligence system, which comprises 
the Commercial, Diplomatic and Consular Services in foreign 
countries and Trade Commissioners and Imperial or other 
Trade Correspondents in the Empire. 


From this Intelligence Service information on all subjects 
of commercial interest is received at the Department, where 
it is collated and classified in a form convenient for refer- 
ence, and is available to any British trader upon personal 
or written application to the Department at 35, Old Queen 
Street, Westminster, London, S.W. 1. 


The information at the disposal of the Department is of 
a widely varied nature, and includes such matters as the 
following : Sources of supply, prices, etc., of trade products ; 
Foreign and Colonial contracts open to tender; openings 


for British trade abroad; general conditions prevailing - 


in Overseas markets; demand for particular articles 
abroad; nature and extent of foreign competition, and 
suggestions for meeting it; methods of distribution and 
marketing; credit conditions, terms of payment, etc., 
abroad; firms at home engaged in particular lines of 
business; Foreign and Colonial importers of British goods; 
firms or individuals considered suitable to act as repre- 
sentatives or agents for British firms; Foreign and Colonial 
Tariff and Customs Regulations; statistics of Imports or 
Exports; forms of Certificates of Origin; regulations 
concerning commercial travellers; Consular Invoices; 
shipping and transport, etc. 





METHODS OF ADDRESSING ENQUIRIES. 


The Department of Overseas Trade invite applications 
for assistance from manufacturers and exporters of British 
goods who are desirous of initiating or extending Overseas 
connections, but it is desired to call attention to one or 
two points, the observance of which will facilitate the 
supply of the information required.
